National Insulation Manufacturers Association 


Gratifying achievement of one of the National Insula- 
tion Manufacturers Association’s basic objectives, to estab- 
lish it as the spokesman of the industry, can be credited to 
1960, the first complete year of full-scale activity. This 
success is amply attested by the participation of NIMA 
representatives with government and professional agencies 
in bringing specifications and definitions up to date, and 
by the hearty acceptance of NIMA publications and tech- 
nieal and educational articles in the trade press. 

Of most immediate effect was the work in government, 
civilian and military specifications on thermal insulation. 
Exhaustive studies of existing specifications (some of them 
over a decade old) were made by the Techneal & Research 
Committee under the general guidance of the association’s 
Teehnical Advisor, R. C. Parlett. Thorough-going changes 
were suggested to bring outdated documents into line with 
specifications and test methods of the American Society for 
Testing Materials, where NIMA members also work dili- 
gently. Our concern in both ASTM and government is 
the development of realistic methods of test and sampling 
procedures which keep the cost of testing to a minimum 
consistent with good quality control and keep manufactur- 
ing costs at a minimum consistent with a specified per- 
formance. 

The special meetings with officials of civilian and mili- 
tary agencies led in the fall of the year to the establishment 
of a Government Technical and Research Committee, to 
provide government specification writers and engineers with 
prompt, informal answers to their questions and to relieve 
them of the ponderous operation of getting out circular 
letters and waiting, sometimes indefinitely, for replies. 

Other official contacts were established with the Build- 
ing Research Institute and the National Academy of Sci- 
ences. Also many members of the T & R Committee and 
the Executive Secretary of NIMA are active in Committee 
C-16, on Thermal Insulating Materials, of ASTM.

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Another basic accomplishment of the association was 
the preparation and wide distribution of a brochure, Re- 
thinking Thermal Insulation, stressing the basic doctrine 
of economic thickness, that is, the thickness at which the 
eost of insulation gives best return on money invested, 
considering both capital and operating costs for heating 
and cooling. In addition to this booklet, the same theme 
was promulgated in various articles prepared under the 
guidance of the Publicity Committee, exposing the wasteful 
fallacy of specifying insulation thickness according to sur- 
face temperature even when protection of personnel was 
not involved. 

The Traffic Committee was instrumental in achiev- 
ing freight rate reductions and preventing abnormal and 
discriminatory freight increases. Completion of a change- 
over from the old basis of rail rates to a new uniform 
scale of rates in all freight territories east of the Rocky 
Mountains will result in benefits to the industry of over 
$1 million, it was estimated. 

A new Market Research Committee was established to 
explore the potential for more efficient use of thermal insu- 
lation in various industries, and also to investigate new 
uses of materials manufactured by NIMA members. 

Day-to-day work of headquarters at 441 Lexington 
Avenue, New York City 17, to strengthen its position as 
spokesman in the field involved answering numerous re- 
quests for information and literature from both engineers 
and management, and talks to professional and trade 
groups by the Executive Secretary and Technical Advisor. 

A profound loss was sustained by the association in the 
sudden death on December 23, 1960, of its President, Hugh 
T. Williams, who had succeeded the first President of 
NIMA, E. H. Luchs, on October 10th. Mr. Emil T. Johnson, 
Vice-President, acceded to the presidency.

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J-M HIGH GRADE ASBESTOS DEPOSIT 


Johns-Manville Corporation and the Kern County 
Land Company of San Francisco recently announced plans 
to place into commercial production a 1,500-acre, high-grade 
asbestos deposit at Coalinga, some 4,000 feet up in the 
Diablo Mountain range of central California. 

The claims and leases covering this acreage were ac- 
quired by the Kern County Land Company. 

A new operating company, to be known as the Coalinga 
Asbestos Company, Inc., has been formed jointly by the 
two firms. J-M owns a majority interest in the subsidiary 
company. 

A new mill will be built at the deposit to process ‘‘a 
high-quality asbestos fibre for the manufacture of asbestos- 
cement, asphalt-asbestos and vinyl-asbestos products’’. 

Certain grades of asbestos fibre, not available at 
Coalinga, will be supplied West Coast users at competitive 
prices by equalizing freight rates, if necessary. These 
grades of asbestos fibre, which give Pacific Coast industry 
a dependable, well-balanced source of supply, are amply 
available at the Johns-Manville mines in Quebee and 
Ontario. These mines produce about one-third of the as- 
bestos fibre used in the free world. 

The new Coalinga Mine, 160 miles southeast of San 
Francisco and 190 miles northwest of Los Angeles, will 
produce ore for the new mill by surface mining methods. 

Johns-Manville disclosed that exhaustive tests made 
over the last year or so at Coalinga had proved the quality 
and quantity of the Diablo Range orebody. Large quantities 
of ore from the Coalinga asbestos deposit have been shipped 
regularly to the J-M mills in Canada where they were sub- 
jected to commercial milling requirements. After that the 
fibre was given regular production testing in several Johns- 
Manville plants. Results were highly favorable, according 
to company Officials.

BUILDING 


An enormous volume of construction contracts awarded 
in December pushed the total for 1960 to a new all-time 
record for the United States, F. W. Dodge Corporation 
reported. 

December contracts totalled $2,717,701,000, a gain of 
22% over December 1959. This was not only the highest 
figure ever reported for any December, but on a seasonally 
adjusted basis, it was the highest peak ever reported for 
any month. 

As a result, total contracts for the year 1960 reached 
a new all-time peak of $36,317,629,000, slightly ahead of 
the previous record set in 1959. 

According to Dodge Vice President and Chief Econo- 
mist George Cline Smith, ‘‘a rather surprising burst of 
strength occurred in non-residential and heavy engineering 
contracts in November and December. Confounding all 
earlier expectations, 1960, instead of showing a decline, be- 
came the 14th consecutive vear to set a new record in con- 
struction contracts. This was done despite a sharp decline 
in housing which wound up 1960 some 12% behind 1959. 
The great sources of strength in 1960 were highways, up 
21% or nearly three quarter of a billion dollars over 1959, 
and schools, up 13%, or more than $300 million over 1959. 
Other major categories with substantial gains for the year 
were commercial and manufacturing buildings. Hospitals, 
religious buildings and electric utilities reported slight de- 
clines in 1960, but aside from housing these were the only 
major categories which were down. In December, only 
housing and religious buildings reported declines from De- 
cember 1959. In past recessions the construction industry 
has provided an upward push, particularly through housing 
activity. It seemis that the industry may be serving in the 
same role again, but this time in areas outside of housing. 
In any case, the burst of contract-letting at the end of 1960 
cannot help but provide an offset to the declining tendencies 
of other lines of business, giving substance to the wide- 
spread expectation that there will be a general turn-around 
in the business indexes within a few months.”’ 

For 1960, construction contracts and _ percentage 
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changes from 1959 were: Non-residential, $12,239,700,000, 
up 7% ; Residential, $15,105,423,000, down 12% ; heavy en- 
gineering, $8,972,506,000, up 16%—total construction, 
$36,317,629,000, gain of less than 144 of 1%.

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MARKET CONDITIONS 


GENERAL BUSINESS. 





General business continues in a slow decline. Per- 
sonal income, employment and total production figures 
have now all turned down indicating the general recession- 
ary trend of the economy. Despite this the stock market 
has been strong indicating an underlying confidence in 
the upward trend predicted for the latter half of 1961. 
Actually government expenditures have been rising rather 
rapidly and the effect on the economy should soon be felt. 
The new Administration will no doubt look for ways to 
combat the ‘‘recession’’ but it appears that much of the 
groundwork for recovery has already been laid. 


ASBESTOS—RAW MATERIAL. 


December 1960 asbestos fibre shipments for the In- 
dustry at 57,272 tons were approximately 5,000 tons or 
8% lower than the same period last year. 

Year-end shipments at 1,043,845 tons were 111,315 
tons or 12% higher than 1959. 1961 shipments are ex- 
pected to surpass those of 1960 by 5%. 

All grades of fibre are in ample supply with usual 
high inventories on hand at this time of the year. 


ASBESTOS—MANUFACTURED GOODS. 


Asbestos Textiles. The market situation at the pre- 
sent time is extremely poor with volume at levels lower 
than that experienced for many years. The outlook for 
the rest of the year indicates a ccntinuation of capacity 
well in excess of demand on standard items. 


Asbestos Brake Lining. Replacement sales continue to 
hold up and 1961 should be another good year. The Original 
Equipment Market is about the same as last month but is 
expected to improve during the second quarter of 1961. 

Asbestos Paper. Orders for this material have been 
slow and prices still remain very competitive for that busi- 
ness which is available. An improvement in business is ex- 
pected during the latter part of the year. Orders for

Abrasive Wheel Composition, No. 2,943,926. Granted on July 
5, 1960, to G. J. Goepfert (assigned to Cincinnati Milling Ma- 
chine Company, Cincinnati, Ohio). A composition for making 
abrasive wheels consists of aluminum oxide, powdered resin, 
cresylic acid, furfural, and either cryolite or short fibre asbestos. 


Dispersions of Organic Polymers and Chrysotile Asbestos. 
Process of Preparing Film Therefrom and Products Thereof, No. 
2,945,831. Granted on July 19, 1960 to E. F. Evans and D. E. 
Jackson (assigned to E. I. du Pont de Nemours & Co., Wilming- 
ton, Delaware). In the preparation of crack-free polytetra- 
fluoroethylene coatings, an aqueous colloidal dispersion of 
polytetrafluoroethylene having a polymer content of 5-60% is 
blended with an aqueous dispersion of negatively charged 
chrysotile asbestos fibre, and the blended material spread on a 
substrate and heated to about 350°C. to coalesce the film. 


Presses for Thermosetting Compositions, No. 2,946,091. 
Granted on July 26, 1960 to W. S. Fraula and H. M. King (assign- 
éd to American Brake Shoe Company, New York City). Design 
for a press for curing composition brake lining materials com- 
pounded of asbestos fibre and a_ thermosetting phenol- 
formaldehyde type resin. 


Composite Building Unit, No. 2,946,158. Granted on July 26, 
1960 to W. R. Seipt (assigned to Keasbey & Mattison Company, 
Ambler, Pennsylvania). In the manufacture of a composite 
building unit, a sheet is formed from a mixture of portland 
cement, diatomite and asbestos fibre, and then cured and coated 
with a slurry of lime and diatomite. This composite sheet is 
autoclaved to react the lime and diatomite. 


Asbestos Dryer Felt, No. 2,947,328. Granted on August 2, 
1960 to D. V. Asten and J. G. Schoepf (assigned to Asten-Hill 
Manufacturing Company, Philadelphia, Pennsylvania). Method of 
making a woven dryer felt for papermaking machines, which 
felt includes in its construction a substantial amount of asbestos 
fibre which enables it to withstand high temperatures. The 
surface ply comprises yarn spun from a homogeneous blend of 
75-80% asbestos fibre and 20-25% polyester staple fibers. 
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Feeding Method and Apparatus for the Extrusion of Shaped 
Bodies of Cementitious Materials, No. 2,953,834. Granted on 
September 27, 1960 to L. E. Muttart (assigned to Owens-Corning 
Fibreglas Corporation, a corporation of Delaware). Improved 
apparatus and method for feeding into a compaction type ex- 
trusion apparatus an aqueous slurry of lime, diatomite, and 
asbestos fibre in the production of extruded insulating shapes. 


Friction Material for Use in Brakes, No. 2,954,853. Granted on 
October 4, 1960 to T. Maierson and R. A. Todd (assigned to 
General Motors Corporation, Detroit, Michigan). Method of 
manufacturing a brake lining material consisting of a base of 
asbestos fibre and a vegetable cellulose, and also incorporating 
silica powder, mica powder, and cork dust. This composition is 
bonded with a phenol formaldehyde-butadiene acrylonitrile co- 
polymer blend. 


Mineral Coated Liquid-Gas Contact Pad, No. 2,955,064. Grant- 
ed on October 4, 1960 to S. H. Frohmader (assigned to Research 
Products Corporation, Madison, Wisconsin). A contact pad for 
use in devices for cooling, filtering, humidifying, or dehumidify- 
ing gases, and for purifying and cooling liquids, comprises as- 
bestos fibre, sodium silicate or other water-soluble silicate, and 
a mineral such as kaolin, tale, mica, attapulgite, and diatomite. 


Apparatus for Severing Cast Material, No. 2,957,223. Granted 
on October 25, 1960 to J. C. Hamilton (assigned to Owens- 
Illinois Glass Company, a corporation of Ohio). Apparatus for 
wire cutting into units of desired size semi-hardened cast 
materials, e.g., calcium silicate materials made from lime, as- 
bestos fibre, and diatomite.
